GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


H  ousing. 

Two  houses  previously  condemned  were  re-visited  and  demo¬ 
lition  confirmed.  Permission  to  replace  by  building  seems  to  be 
necessary  as  there  is  a  real  shortage  in  the  district. 

Water. 

Samples  from  the  three  public  supplies  have  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  These  are  not  being  chlorinated  as  a  routine. 

Scavenging. 

A  refuse  dump  for  Holton  was  established  in  Wenhaston  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Blyth,  and  is 
working  satisfactorily. 


Overcrowding. 

One  case  in  a  house,  also  morally  undesirable,  w^as  dealt  with 
by  the  help  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  and  the  military,  and  resulted  in 
the  removal  of  the  occupants. 

A.  R.  P. 

Two  satisfactory  mortuaries  were  established  at  Sotterley  and 
St.  Lawrence. 

Evacuees  were  medically  examined  on  arrival  with  the  help 
of  otlier  Medical  Officers  and  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  proceeded  smoothly.  About  20  per  cent,  wmre  sent  to  hospital 
prior  to  hilleting.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1940. 

Inspections  of  the  district  have  been  carried  out  periodically, 
and  complaints  of  nuisances  received  have  had  immediate 
attention.  Only  one  statutory  notice  was  received  during  this 
period. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

No  new  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  owing  to  the^ 
suspension  of  building  due  to  the  present  emergency,  but  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  made  for  permission  to 
build  to  replace  very  urgent  needs  of  the  agricultural  population. 
One  new  house  has  been  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

Cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district  are  gradually  being 
improved,  and  farmers  are  more  interested  in  the  production  of 
milk  than  was  the  case  in  former  years.  Many  cowsheds  have 
been  altered  to  comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 
One  new  cowshed  has  been  erected. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  visited  and  the  disin¬ 
fection  of  premises  and  effects  carried  out. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

No  new  water  supplies  have  been  provided  by  the  Council,  but 
several  wells  have  been  sunk  by  private  enterprise.  Sampling  of 
water  has  been  carried  out  where  complaints  have  been  received.
